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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chouinard et al (5042895) in view of Moore et al (5689608). 

Chouinard discloses as in claim 1 , a vehicle for enabling an optic fiber (fig. 1 ) 
element (38) to a multi integrated optical chip (figl.) elements (58a & 58b). Chouinard 
does not disclose the use of sleeve as part of the fiber optic and manufacturing process, 
within the same field of invention, Moore discloses the use of sleeve (fig. 3b) element 
(30) with an adhesive disposed within the cavity claimed in claim 1, (fig. 1b), (col.1 lines 
48-54) & (col. 2 lines 58-60). It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to use such modification for the purpose of applying the 
adhesive material around the core of the fiber optic. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose the limitations of the claims in such a manner that 
a rejection under 35 U.S. C 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a 
combination of all the claims features as presented in claims 2-21 wherein the claimed 
invention comprises limitation of the above objected claims which includes limitation 
directed to cavity wall is bisected into two equal segments, sleeve fit onto the chip 
disposed to accept the fiber and method of attaching an optic fiber to an optic chip.
